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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. For example, 
Applicants remark that "Guheen is not relevant to, does not teach, and does not overcome the deficiencies of Linden". The Examiner 
notes that Linden was cited for disclosing the client database which client database which stores possessed item information. Linden 
discloses a recommendation service that recommends items which recommends items to individual users based on a set of items that are 
known to be of interest to the user (abstract). Linden further dislcoses a user profile database which stores account-specific information 
about the users (col. 7, lines 20-23). The data stored for each may include one or more of the following types of information (among other 
things) that can be used to generate recommendations: the user's purchase history, the user's item rating profile, and the current contents 
of the user's personal shopping cart (col. 7, lines 25-33). Such user profile database is considered the client database which stores 
information. 

The Examiner then turns to Guheen to teach the storing of the client information presenting attribution of the clients which includes 
personal users and coporation users. Guheen dislcoses a user profile management (active profiling) which maintains user information 
and preferences that integrates with centralized source for profiles and allows users or administrators to modify profiles (col. 210, lines 32- 
35). Furthermore, Guheen discloses a user profile which is developed in operation (col. 210, lines 38-40). All user information would be 
plcaed in a database in operation for retrieval when necessary (col. 210, lines 49-51). An example is taught in Guheen where the system 
is capable of telling that the user was on the IT staff for an accounting firm (col. 210, lines 64-65). Such user information placed in a 
database; a user profile management system; and the capability of the system telling that the user was on the IT staff for an accounting 
firm are considered the storing of the client information presenting attribution of the clients which includes personal users and coporation 
users. 
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
